Because n osters are allowed to 
run with lajFlfig hers -during 
wa I m weather $i5,0o0.0()O worth 
of e^gs are lost the lai'n.et.s thru- 
out the United States each year; 
andmostof ^lia loss occurs dur- 
ing ./une, July Slid Angnst. For 
this reason taiseis of poultry are 
earnestly asked and nrgtd to Kill 
cr sell all matured males or con- 
fine them in pens away from the 
layingbens during the sumn er. 
Eggs that are laid by bens not 
mated iire steiiie or iuftrt'le, and 
do nut decay The fej^i^zedeggs 
spi>il \ery quickly when aubjacied 
t ) the influence of heat aud if they 
;.re leit to ) long in the nests or 
Under brocdy bens or are left in 
any very wsrm phidB the germ 
cells begin-to develop, the chicks 
Ix^g n to grow. These growing 
ceils may die at any sti.ge of de- 
velopment due to unfavorable 
conditions. 

Wbether the embryo dies or 
not, egg is useless as food and is 
uiiflt tor (UHrket. If tite wives of 
the farmers would once realise 
how nciich mamj 1(wjr practtcsUy 
lose by allowing the rocs'e.s to 
run with the layers, they would 
immediately stop the practice.
